Fruit Not Injured by Bees. 


An agricultural society of Florence, 


Italy, carried oat a thorough Investiga- 
tion of the alleged injury of fruit by 
bees, and has completely exonerated 
the latter. Bees are unable to per- 
forate the skin of fruit, and It ia only 
Incidentally that they suck tbe juices 
of fruits Injured by other natural 
causes. The damage sometimes attrib- 
uted to these Insects is due to poul- 
try, wild birds, wind and hall, and 
even more frequently to hornets, 
wasps, vine moths and other insects. 
Instead of being harmful to orchards 
and vineyard*. be«s perform the use- 
ful service of effecting the cross-pol- 
lination of flower* and hence the set- 
ting of fruit, a« well as the desicca- 
tion of damaged fruits (especially 
(rapes by sucking the juice and pulp 
and thus preventing fermentation and 
rot extending to sound individuals. 
The orchards and vineyards frequent- 
ed by bees give the most constant 
crops.—Scientific American.

It is 
a factor that involves some $150, 
000,000 a year, for this is the sum 
that it is estimated is sent back to 
Hungary annually from its citizens 
who in normal peace times wande 
out to America.

to take it into careful account when 
budget and taxation matters come 
up each year.

The second factor

and America is tbe greatest exporter 
of them in the .world. 


Pint and foremost, it is a ques- 


tion that Is ssked not unfrequently 
whether the monarchy is not going, 
after the war <1f not during it. to 
need it* emigrant* to America more 
than it need* faUr money.

of " Anatro-Hungarians 


are in the United State*, many o! 
whom have expressed .themselves a* 
willing and glad' to epne back, but 
who are unable to do *o. 


The financial burden* after the 


war are. of course, going to be very 
heavy in Austria-Hungary as in all 
other countries, and there i* alao in 
prospect every where* a shortage ct 
men for the 
reconstruction of af- 


fairs to a normal state. 


Whether the emigrants in Amer- 


ica, by sending their money to help 
relieve financial burdens, can do 
more for "the country of their birth 
than they,could by being here to 
work for'it is a question' that has 
not been settled. 


Though no one can aay with as- 


surance, prevailing 
opinion is that 


certainly for a long time after the 
war there will be a lull in emigra- 
tion to America, because of-the an- 
ticipated need for workers at home. 
Just as many employers and labor 
experts in Germany feel that wages 
there are going to go up or stay up 
on an attractively high level, so the 
feeling exists in 
Austria-Hungary 


that working conditions here will be 
such that the inclination to leave 
will be smaller than ever before. 


In fact, a return 
swing in the 


tide of emigration, 
bringing back 


many now in 
America, is by no

Correspondent Finds Trip-is 


Only Trivial Incident 


of the Day. 


LONDON*. 
Aug. 
29.—Writing 


from British army headquarters in 
Prance, a special correspondent of 
a London 
newspaper 
describes a 


trip in an aeroplane over the battle 
area as follows: 


"Under any conditions, one's first 


flight in an aeroplane must, presum- 
ably, be a thrilling experience; but 
it is not given to many to make their 
first flight under such a time and 
amid such surroundings. 


"It was a day of bright sunshine, 


with a little haze, with a deep blue 
sky across which little clouds float- 
ed, sending their shadows curiously 
small '.and distinct, 
chasing- across 


the sunlight land below us. We 
kept below the clouds—barely scrap- 
ing one. as it were, now and again 
—at from 3,000 to 4,000 feet up, 
both because 
extra 
height7 would 


have meant less visibility and be- 
cause, if we were likely to meet 
company anywhere it would be at 
higher levels, and it was not an oc- 
casion when an air fight in the upper 
sky was being invited. 
So we flew 


comfortable 
low, and 
below 
us 


spread all 
the 
beautiful land of 


Picardy. It is really a much more 
beautiful world as the birds and the 
angels see it. 


"Next to the neatness and beauty 


of it all, I marvelled most at the 
emptiness of the white roads.

many hours each

roads, and nothing could have seem- 
ed more preposterous than to call 
them emptj. From above I saw all

2£00 in Forests Owned 


by Government. 


WASHINGTON. Aug. ZS —IB con- 


nection with the effort to introduce 
the beat methods 
of 
handling all 


classes of live stock oa the national 
forests, a study of the goat industry 
has been inaugurated by officials In 
charge, who say that in parts of the 
southwest large numbers of Angora 
foau are raised for their hair. In 
1«15 over 50,000 of the animals 
were grazed on national forests in 
six states. 


The goats raised in the west feed 


mostly 
on 
brushy 
undergrowth, 


which they are said to like even bet- 
ter than the succulent grass found 
in the same region. On this account, 
the forest service officials say tbat 
in many places the goats are really 
desirable, as they thin out the dens* 
brush and allow grass to get started. 
In a number of Instance*. It Is stated, 
new catties range will thus be pro- 
vlded. 


Many people think 
that the for 


esters nave been opposed to letting 
goats rang* on the national forests, 
hat officials say that this is not true. 
In some places, particularly In hard 
wood regions, goats damage young 
forest growth. 


In many of the coniferous forests 


of the west, however, this damage Is 
slight if the range is not overstocked 
and the animals are properly hand- 
led. 


Often. It is said, they are of real 


benefit in keeping down inflammable 
brush and thus aiding in protecting 
forests from Ore. 


The goats are griped In bands of 


800 to 2,500, 
though the smaller 


herds are more common, Sheds are 
necessary during the kidding season, 
since the newly born kids are almost 
as helpless aa babies and must be 
protected from 
the 
cold and wet. 


After they get to he sly or eight 
weeks old it is hard to kill them with 
a club, as one ranger put it 


When the kids are small, they are 


not allowed to run with their moth- 
ers. 
Sometimes they are kept in a 


corral just high enough to prevent 
them from 
Jumping out, hut low 


enough to allow the nannies to Jump 
In. 
Often each kid is tied out to a 


stake and the mother comes in dur- 
ing the day so the kid can have its 
dinner 


When grown, the goats hava con- 


siderably more agility and courage 
than sheep, and fl^ht oft! coyotes and 
otqer predatory animals. 


Most of the goats 
are raised for 


their hair, which brings from 80 to 
SO cents a pound, according as fash- 
ion dictates that mohair and alpaca 
is or is not to be worn, The aver- 
age cut of hair is said to be about 
>H pounds per animal. 


Unlike sheep, which can go long 


periods without water, 
the goats 


must have water frequently and 
their range has to be planned with 
this in mind- 
The 
herding, it IB 


said, has been considered a lasy 
man's Job. in the past the animals 
have been given little attention and 
some owners still follow the old plan. 


Under new methods which ere be- 


ing tried the herders must take more 
care with their flocks. The goats are 
not allowed to spend more than one 
night in succession at any camp, and 
are handled In such a way that all 
the range li used, but not overgrazed. 
Officials who are watching the exper- 
iments say that the approved meth- 
ods will doubtless enable the owners 
to derive greater profits from their 
herds and make it possible to better 
the condition of the range.

If Lima makes a mistake in her financial 


affairs 


Folly on the part of the few has often 


resulted in trouble for the many. 


Unfortunate errors of business policy 


may be blamed on a small number of men, 
but the expense will fall on all taxpayers. 


That's why the voter should make it his 


business to know what goes on in city 
affairs—it hits HIM in the purse. 


For the sake of convenience the great 


mass of the work of governing a city is en- 
trusted to a small group of officers elected 
by the voters and subject to legal restric- 
tions. Their task includes the details too 
numerous to be considered by the public at 
large. But experience has brought about a 
wise provision of law whereby all bond is- 
sues must be submitted to a vote of the tax- 
payers before the officials may resort to 
borrowing as a means of raising funds. 


This function places squarely upon the
